Wealthy Diplomat Viewed 
As Happy Selection In 
Light of Events. 


BERLIN, Mar. 21.—Otto Ludwig 
Widfeldt has been appointed German 
ambassador lo me United States. 
Dr. Widfeldt will fill the position 
which has been vacant since Febru­ 
ary 1917, when "Count Johann Hein­ 
rich 
Bernstorff 
left 
Washington, 
prior to the declaration of a state 
of war between the United States 
and Germany. Since the resumption 
of normal relations between the two 
countries, the question of naming a 
new ambassador *has been one of 
the knottiest problems confronting 
the German government. In addi­ 
tion to diplomatic experience, it was 
necessary that the incumbent be 
wealthy, as the exceedingly low value 
of the German mark will place him 
at a financial disadvantage in the 
American capital. 
Berlin dispatches to the Associa­ 
ted Press for the last few days have 
forecasted the appointment of Dr. 
Widfeldt, who is 50 years of ake, 
and one of the foremost German 
industrialists and economists. He is 
reported to have been released from 
his position as the head of the di­ 
rectorate of the great Krupp woFks 
so that he may accept the post. 
Dr. Widfeldt is reported to be 
one of the wealthiest Germans of 
the present day. He is an exper-' 
ienced diplomat, having for years 
occupied important positions in the 
German home office. He also spent 
about three years in the far east 
as counsel expert to the Japanese 
government in connection with the 
organization of its railway slstem. 
On his return to Germany from 
abroad 
shortly beVre 
the world 
war. he spent three* months trading 
in the United States.

The writ of prohibition issued re­ 
cently by thq state supreme court 
against District Judge John Norman 
of Okmulgee prevented him from 
appointing receivers for the failed 
Bank of Commerce was today made 
permanent by the court. The order 
in effect reinstates tile state bank­ 
ing department as- sole executor of 
the affairs of closed banks in the 
state. 
Thqj writ 
of 
prohibition 
was 
sought by William H. Zwick, assist­ 
ant 
state attorney 
general, 
after 
Judge Norman had named two re­ 
ceivers for the failed hank and en­ 
joined Fred Dennis, then state bank 
commissioner, from conducting the 
affairs of the institution. An alter­ 
nate writ was issued on February 
6. 
The case was regarded as one of 
unusual importance in that the au­ 
thority of the banking department 
to take over 
affairs 
of 
defunct 
banks was directly denied by Judge 
Norman in naming receivers for the 
Okmulgee institution. 
Was Im portant Cast*. 
The decision handed down today 
by the state supreme court in the 
Bank of Commerce receivership case 
was recognized as one of the most 
important rendered by the court iii 
many months in that it involved the 
right of the state banking depart­ 
ment to take over the assets of a 
defunct bank for liquidation. Tile 
case was based on the appointment 
by Judge John Norman in district 
court at Okmulgee of two receivers 
to supercede the state banking com­ 
missioner in this work. 
Immediately after the receivers 
werq named, state officers and oth­ 
ers saw the far-reaching effect of 
the action, and the decision of the 
supreme court on the granting of a 
writ of prohibition against Judge 
Norman has befpi awaited with great 
interest because it was known that 
a decision supporting 
the 
judge 
would revolutionize the system of 
liquidating failed banks in this state. 
Litigation resulting from the fail­ 
ure of the bank on November I, 
of last year, began with the filing 
in December of more than IOO suits 
against stockholders and debtors of 
the bank. Thqpe suits were brought 
by William H. Zwick, assistant at­ 
torney general, in behalf of Fred G.

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AMERICAN PARTIES WILL SEEK HUGE 
SHELLED REPTILE WITH SPIKE TAIL 


(Mr the Associated Press» 
CHICAGO, 111., March 
21.—One 
doesn’t usually hunt 1,500 
pound 
mammals with turtle-lfke shells and 
10-foot tails which resemble for­ 
midably spiked warclubs except in 
bad dreams, but a party from the 
Field Museum will hunt for such ar 
animal, and others as strange In 
Argentina, this 
fall. 
Elmer 
S 
Riggs, curator of the department of 
paleontology, will head the expedi­ 
tion, and he means to bring back the 
megatherium and the glyptodon dead 
or alive— probably dead, as they are 
recorded as having been extinct a 
long while. The glyptodon is the 
creature #with the charming tail de­ 
scribed above; the megatherium, a 
variety of ground sloth is a fellow 
a few sizes larger than the ele­ 
phant. The sloth known today is a 
dweller in trees, from which he 
hangs all day, moving slowly about 
toward dusk. 
The 
megatherium 
however, had no need to climb tree* 
for he could stand on the ground 
and reach lofty branehks with hi* 
forepaws. 
These are a few of the huge 
monsters Mr. Riggs will seek in the 
Southerland wonderland. He won’! 
disdain, however, to look about for 
extinct animals as small as mice 
and expects to find remains of a 
number of them. 
Four Other Parties Go. 
Mr. Riggs' expedition will be one 
of five which the museum has be­ 
gun to send to South .America. A 
botanical party is already in Brit­ 


ish Guiana. Mr. Riggs will sail in 
the fall |n order to bo in the south­ 
ern hqpnisphere when it is spring 
there. The party which will alto in­ 
clude J. B. Abbott of the museum 
and one 
other 
experienced 
field 
worker yet to be sheeted, will look 
for fossils where the sea has worn 
away the rock along the Argentine 
beaches. In some places the rock 
system of th^ - Argentine coast is 
exposed for a mile. 
The exinct maut aals 
of 
South 
America are particularly interest­ 
ing, Mr. Riggs says, because they 
are chiefly marsupials aud are more 
closely related to the fauna of Aus­ 
tralia than to that, living or extinct, 
found in North America or else­ 
where. 
The distinctly 
South 
American 
animals now extinct included, be­ 
sides the ground sloth and the glyp­ 
todon, a camel-shaped beast with the 
snout of a tapir, and a heavy-bodied 
river animal which resembled the 
hippopotamus, having hoofs, huge 
teeth and the skull of a horse. 
The prehistoric South American 
and North American animal life is 
dissimilar 
because 
the 
continents 
were long separate. When a connec­ 
tion arose some 
of 
the 
animals 
crossed over, the ground sloth into 
the northern, t}te 
mastodon 
and 
mammoth into the southern conti­ 
nent, scientist say. The first ground 
sloth found in North America was 
described by Thomas Jefferson and 
bears his name: megalonyx Jeffer­ 
son!.
